NEWS OR NOT 


Furlongs in 1:15 


Gulfstream Park on Monday afternoon. 
March 25, staged a special, non-betting, 
614-furlong sprint for the convenience of 
four 3-year-olds whose connections thought 
they needed a little practice before Satur- 
day’s Florida Derby. Clifford Lussky’s 
Federal Hill. a rousing second to Barbizon 
in the 1956 Garden State Stakes and 
winner of this season’s Louisiana Derby. 
led all the way around, beating Mrs. Ada 
L. Rice’s Indian Creek by 31% lengths. 
His time was 1:15, two-fifths of a second 
faster than the world record set last year 
by Mr. Favor at Turf Paradise. Third and 
fourth were Shan Pac and Charlie’s Song. 


Federal Hill’s fractions were :22%, 
:4425. 1:0845. and 1:15. Jockey Bill 
Carstens never touched him with a whip. 


Lussky, who has been in a Louisville 
hospital, recovering from surgery. got the 
news of Federal Hill’s performance from 
Courier-Journal sports editor Earl Ruby. 
who asked him if he planned to go to 
Florida for the Derby. 


“No. PU be right here.” Lussky said. 
“Had a little operation and don’t want 
any complication. Federal Hill has to 
take several steps in preparation for the 
big events. But I’m in training for only 
one race—the Kentucky Derby.” 


Case in Point 


A New York Herald-Tribune editorial 
stated the case for reason and forethought 
in legislative halls. The writer had New 
York in mind, but he might have been 
speaking of any other state. 

“Since the state has a compelling fiscal 
interest—one which concerns all taxpayers. 
including the majority who never see a 
horse run—it is plain that this interest 
must be guarded. The competitive situa- 
tion has to be appreciated. . . . The state. 
as a partner, ought to appreciate that it 
is good business to keep Thoroughbred 
racing on a solid basis. . . . Furthermore, 
the horses are certainly here to stay and 
New York deserves the best kind of racing 
under the highest auspices. We feel 
confident that the legislature will give 
the necessary assistance.”

FLORIDA 
Balancing the Weights 


Miami. Horace Wade is racing secre- 
tary. publicity director. and Lord High 
Everything at Gulfstream Park. On Mon- 
day preceding the $100.000-added Gulf- 
stream Park Handicap his job as publicity 
director impinged on his task of racing 
secretary and he assigned Bardstown 130 
pounds for ihe stakes. 

Considering that Bardstown had carried 
that weight to an easy victory in the 1'¢- 
mile Appleton Handicap 2 days previous- 
ly. many of the trainers who had planned 
on running their horses in the handicap 
gave up. 

Wade. however. explained his weight as- 
signments this way: 

“T can’t see penalizing a good horse 
out of competition. The racing fans want 
to see a horse like Bardstown run and I’m 
not going to put a premium on mediocrity. 
The people will come out... They may 
not bet on the Bardstown race but they'll 
bet the 8 others. 

“I weighted Bardstown ai 132 pounds 
and then took 2 pounds off the field. If 
I put 135 on Bardsiown I'd have to go 
up on Needles. It balances out. It’s my 
opinion that First Served will run a big 
race. I don’t think Bardstown was going 
as easy at the finish of the Appleton as 
some people think. First Served was clos- 
ing real well.” 

On Wednesday Wade typed out a press 
release informing the public that Needles 
was a definite starter in the Gulfstream 
Handicap, and added: “Actively prepping 
for the race are Call Me Lucky. Pieces- 
ofeight, and *North Cone. Probables in- 
clude Greek Spy. First Served, Platan 
and Admiral Vee.” 

This note reflected considerable opti- 
mism on Wade’s part. Johnny Nerud, 
trainer of First Served. read the story 
and said he hadn't the slightest intention 
of starting the horse. Allen Jerkens, train- 
er of Admiral Vee. shipped him and the 
rest of his stable to New York. 

Among the brave men willing to run 
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against Bardstown was George Zateslo. a 
small, exceedingly pleasant fellow who 
trains Piecesofeight. 

Zateslo was found at Barn P at Gulf- 
stream, waiting to give Piecesofeight his 
final breeze before the stakes. He was 
watching the stable dog, Jodi, which was 
lapping coffee out of a paper cup. “If 
they ever give this dog a caffein test.” 
George said. “it’s all over.” 


The $7,500 Claim 


Turning to the handicap, Zateslo had 
no illusions. 

“We're going to take a shot at it.” he 
said. “Bardstown’s an awfully good 
horse. he runs all the way. I think we’ve 
got some kind of chance to beat Fabius. 
though.” 

What about the weights? 

“You'd think Bardstown would have 
picked up a couple pounds off his race 
in the Appleton.” he said. “He should be 
carrying 132. Doesn’t make any difference 
to me — he’d beat me anyway.” 

Zateslo claimed Piecesofeight on Decem- 
ber 1, 1955. from Mrs. Winston Guest. 
He paid $7.500 for the colt and won $78.- 
290 in the next 6 months. 

“A mighty good claim. but they don’t 
work out that well very often. Look at 
that horse there.” He pointed toward a 


colt named Blazing Rocket. “I paid 
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$9,000 for that one. and the best he’s done 
is 2 thirds in about 16 starts.” 

Piecesofeight. a bay colt by Mr. Busher, 
went bad after winning the Boardwalk 
Handicap at Atlantic City last summer, 
finishing unplaced in the Yankee Handi- 
cap at Suffolk Downs and in the Ben- 
jamin Franklin Handicap at Garden State 
Park. 

“He ran wonderful for me 15 straight 
times.” Zateslo said. “He was fourth once 
and 1-2-3 in the other 13 starts. Then 
came the trouble. It was a little ailment 
above the left hock —a strained cenovial 
sac. the vet said. After the Ben Franklin 
I stopped him for 4 months and worked 
on him. 

“T brought him back to the races at 
Hialeah, and he almost rolled over com- 
ing out of the gate and lost all chance. 
He ran just fair in the Magic City. but 
he came back fine in the Appleton.” 

In the Appleton. Piecesofeight ran 
Nance’s Lad into the ground and_ took 
the lead nearing the quarter-pole. He 
weakened only slightly as Bardstown and 
First Served went by him, and was beaten 
21, lengths. 

“He’s dead fit now.” Zateslo said. “He 
looks as good as he did last summer before 


‘the trouble.” 


He said Piecesofeight is “very intelli- 
gent. and an easy horse to train. He does 
everything a good horse should do. He 
works free. a good doer. He wouldn’t 
kick you for the world. A real gentleman. 

“He’s not too big, about 15 hands. But 
he’s blocky made, good conformation. If 
he was only as big as Bardstown I'd give 
him a chance. But he’s too small and 
that’s it. 

“He’s the first claim I ever made that 
turned out THIS good. Funny thing, it 
was a routine claim, too. He was the 
favorite the day I claimed him and didn’t 
get a thing. I had to shake for the horse 
with Jim Arthur. and [ didn’t particularly 
care whether I won or not.” 


“Not A Dodgy Horse” 


Over at Barn U, which is complete with 
a blue awning and 4 petunia beds, trainer 
Cramer relaxed outside the tack room 
and discussed his *North Cone, the out- 
sider in the Gulfstream field. 

“How do I feel about the race?” Cramer 
pondered the question only a moment. “I 
don't feel too good about it. I just hope 
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the horse finishes within shouting dis- 
tance of Bardstown. We're shooting at 
the moon. You shoot at the moon every 
time when you try to beat Bardstown.” 

*North Cone was bought by Darwin 
Loveman in England last year and was 
turned over to Cramer on January 5. He 
showed little in 2 turf races at Hialeah, 
but in his first start at Gulfstream Park. 
a race at 1;); miles. he broke loose at the 
half-mile pole and opened up 8 lengths. 
winning easily by 3. 

In his next start, however. *North Cone 
tried to take the lead on the stretch turn 
and didn’t make it, tinishing third. After 
the race Cramer — not rider Eddie Arcaro 
— lodged a foul claim that was disallowed. 

“I was pleased with that race up to 
the point he got bothered,” Cramer said. 
“The other horse came over on him and 
clipped his heels. Arcaro told me he 
thought the horse was going to go down. 
. . . When he got him running again he 
had an empty horse under him.” 

*North Cone, a 5-year-old bay horse by 
Signal Light—Jolie Brise, by Cillas. has 
one run. “The best way to run him is lay 
him about 4 lengths off and then let him 
make his run the last part.” Cramer said. 
“The day he won so easily the rider 
couldn’t hold him — that’s why he opened 
up on the field so early.” 

Cramer went into the tack room and 
returned with a letter from the London 
Bloodstock Agency, from which Loveman 
had purchased the horse. 

“Read this,” Cramer said. “If you can 
make out the scrawl it'll tell you some 
things about the horse that I may have 
missed.” 

As best we could decipher it. the letter 
read: 


“Never make running on him. Tie up 
handy then short him out a reasonable 
distance from home and come with one 
good run. He always won his races that 
way. He is not a dodgy horse who wants 
to keep riding up until the last length 
or two. He is dead honest. The preced- 
ing is the best way to have him ridden. 
Cheers, Frank.” 

Cramer took the letter back. “All it 
means is he’s not a horse has to be kept 
after. He runs best off the pace.” 

*North Cone took kindly to training. 
Cramer said, working well out of the gate 


the first time he was put in. “Nothing 


high strung about him, very well man- 
nered horse. Just short of 16 hands, well 
put together. How good is he? I guess 
I'll know better Saturday. We wouldn’t 
have put up the $5,000 supplementary 
nomination fee if we didn’t think he had 
some kind of chance.” 


The View From Bardstown’s Tail 


Shortly before the 7-horse field went to 
the post in the Gulfstream Handicap, a 
leading trainer who had skipped the race 
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Prince Mike, a 7-year-old ho 


A brother to 
A Gleam and a half-brother to Bardstown, Prince Mike will stand for $500 for 
a live foal. Prince Mike is the property of Chicagoans Herbert Schiek and Joe 
Miken, a brother of George Miken, former professional basketball player. 


was asked he hadn't entered his 
horse. 


“Simple,” the trainer said. “I just got 
tired of looking at Bardstown’s tail.” 

The man proved wiser than the trainers 
of the 5 horses who tried to break Calu- 
met’s domination. At the end of 114 miles 
it was Bardstown “easily,” with stable- 
mate Fabius a half-length back in second 
place, also “easily.” In third place. driv- 
ing but not making up any appreciable 
ground in the last furlong, was Needles. 
The Florida-bred colt was 114 lengths 
off Bardstown, but not a threat this day. 
Then it was 4 lengths back to Platan, with 
*North Cone, Call Me Lucky, and Pieces- 
ofeight following in that order. 

The time was 2:00%5. For all-powerful 
Calumet — which had run 1-2 in the Foun- 
tain of Youth Stakes with Gen. Duke and 
Iron Liege 3 days previously — it means 
another $101,400. First money was $76,- 
400, second was worth $25,000. 


Fabius, in with 123 pounds, ran an ex- 
cellent race, but he is not a match for 
Bardstown. The latter now has won 9 of 
11 handicaps, and it is obvious that it 
will take more than 130 pounds to stop 
him. The 5-year-old dark bay gelding 
had a near-perfect winter. He previously 
won the Tropical, Widener, and Appleton 
Handicaps, and in none of those victories 
was he forced to go his best at the finish. 
Even in his lone defeat — by Summer Tan 
in the McLennan — he was not punished. 


Trainer Jimmy Joues said Bardstown 
would not run in the John B. Camp- 
bell Memorial at Bowie. Fabius was not 
nominated. Jones indicated Bardstown 
might start in the Southern Cross Handi- 
cap at Gulfstream April 23. The race 
is only worth $50.000, but Jones. after all, 
is a democratic fellow. 


Recapitulation 


Hartack was the only jockey in the 
race who wouldn't admit the Calumet 
entry had won under a pull. 


“Some horses run just as fast when you 
hold them hard as wien you whip them.” 
Hartack said. I have no opinion as to 
how he was going at the end. Anybody 
can ride this horse. . . . All you’ve got to 
do is hang on. He does all the work. 

“IT made my move—if you want to 
call it that—at the three-eighths pole, 
and that was it. As far as weight goes, 
if any horse keeps carrying 130 pounds 
he’s going to get beat.” 

Arcaro was perfectly happy with Fa- 
bius’ race. “I could have opened up 7 
lengths at the start.” he said, “but I 
held him just off Piecesofeight until we 
came off the backside. Coming through 
the stretch I looked back and saw Bards- 
town flying at us. If that had been 
Needles I’d have showed a thing or two. 
I looked to hold Needles safe and finish 
1-2. It was easy.” 

Erb felt Needles ran a creditable race 
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— which was precisely what trainer Hugh 
Fontaine had hoped for. 


“We were in against seasoned horses, 
while we only had one sprint all winter,” 
Erb said, “I knew we were in tough. 
Needles acted pretty sharp going to the 
post, but he was a little rank at the start. 
He was closer than usual and I thought 
we might get there at the head of the 
stretch. But we couldn’t catch those top 2. 

“Those horses won under a pull—a 
common canter. They could have been 
under 2 minutes easy if they went all out 
at the finish.” 

Bill Cook, rider of *North Cone, per- 
haps summed it up best: 

“T think maybe Fabius could have beat- 
en Bardstown this time. All I know 
is Calumet is probably the most powerful 
outfit I’ve ever seen.” Art GRACE 


SOUTH CAROLINA 
The Aiken Trials 


AIKEN. Arnica could well be a balm 
for the bruises Greentree trainer John M. 
Gaver suffered during a so-so 1956 cam- 
paign. The Arnica in this case is a 3- 
year-old colt by Eight Thirty; along with 
the better known and more highly re- 
garded Cohoes, he is a Greentree Stable 
hope for the spring classics. 

Arnica, lightly raced at 2, gave an in- 
dication of class by winning the City of 
Aiken Cup race here on March 23. This 
4'%-furlong event was the feature of the 
15th running of the Aiken Trials, a 6- 
race program this year. 

The colt’s opposition included 3 former 
stakes winners and the jumper *Muguet 
II. The horse which ran second to Arnica 
was Glenelg Stable’s Roommate, a stakes 
winner last year. 

Roommate was fired for bad knees early 
in the winter, and hadn’t been in training 
as long as his foes. Nevertheless, he 
jumped in front at the gate and led the 
charge around the turn. Arnica made up 
ground on the turn and hit the stretch 
only a half-length back of Roommate, 
trained by Bobby Dotter. The Glenelg 
horse was tiring. At the sixteenth-pole 
Arnica went in front, and he won by 3 
lengths. The 5-year-old stakes winners 
Door Prize (Lazy F Ranch) and Illusion- 
ist (Greentree) were third and fourth, a 
half-length apart and 2 lengths behind 
Roommate. 

Gaver was “pleasantly surprised” with 
Arnica’s run. “I didn’t think he could 
beat Roommate —a horse with a lot of 
speed. Arnica is a nice kind of colt, but 
he must improve a great deal on last 
year’s form to be a top horse. He’s a 
man’s horse and it takes plenty of rider 
to handle him.” Gaver indicated that 
Arnica probably would make his seasonal 
debut in mid-April at Jamaica. 

Roommate’s first outing probably will 
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be in the Jamaica Handicap on April 23. 

Gaver won most of the honors during 
the program, saddling 3 winners, but Dot- 
ter gave him a close run. Horses trained 
by the former jockey scored 2 victories 
and gained a dead heat in the other event. 

The dead heat occurred in the fourth 
trial, when Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin’s English- 
bred colt *Guerdon, and Glenelg Stable’s 
unnamed chestnut filly by Casemate— 
Queue couldn't be separated by judges 
David Dows and James Radney. Both of 
these 2-year-olds finished strong after the 
early leader and favorite, Parapet. faded. 

A slipped saddle may have cost James 
Cox Brady’s Dun Bri, a “level-headed colt 
with a lot of sense,” a victory in the second 
race, when he finished only a neck behind 
Will Scarlet. 

Lament was a bit fractious at the gate 
hut came on strongly to nip Greentree’s 
Closing Time at the wire in the fastest 
2-furlong race of the day — timed at 2344 
seconds. 

Only in the first trial did the 2-year-olds 
run smoothly and straight; greenness was 
evident in the others. C. T. Crawford’s 
Nirvy Miss, running in the third trial, was 
bumped rather hard by Highborn Lady 
as they came out of the chute and into 
the main track. She ran out of the straight- 
away and threatened to cut into the turn 
and run the wrong way, but jockey D. 
Penchett managed to set her right in time 
for a fourth-place finish. 

The day was partly cloudy and mild; 
the track was rated “good.” and the times 
did not approach the track records for the 
various distances. As a matter of fact, the 
times for the first 2 trials cannot be con- 
sidered accurate, since the flag man failed 
to drop the flag promptly.

Training Center: Talking Stage 


Leaders of a move to interest horsemen 
in establishing a co-operative, non-profit 
training track near Lexington have decided 
to let the idea rest a while. Trainer John 
Ward. who presided at an open meeting 
of trainers and owners Monday night, 
March 25. at the Lafayette Hotel, said 
after the meeting that some of the ideas 
expressed at that session “need time to 
jell.” 

“And we want to talk to Mr. (Hal 
Price) Headley after he gets back from 
Georgia and get his thinking on the idea,” 
Ward said. It hasn’t been decided who 
will do the talking. “but if I know Mr. 
Headley he will seek us out.” 

The Monday night meeting was attended 
by about 40 horsemen. At the head table 
were Ward, Dan Midkiff. and Herb 
Stevens. 

Ward explained that he had been think- 
ing in terms of a 150-acre site, 10 28-stall 
barns, a 3-furlong covered track, and a one- 
mile, all-weather sand track. Estimates of 
cost have been as low as $350,000, but 
Ward thought $400,000 was a more likely 
figure, based on $18,500 for each barn, 
$40,000 for the closed track, $15,000 for 
the sand track, and $160.000 for the land. 

If there were 10 interests in the project, 
the cost of each would be $40,000. Sixty 
per cent of the capital could be borrowed, 
leaving each interest with an amortized 
indebtedness of $16,000. In the case of a 
public trainer, stall rentals of $20 prob- 
ably would be enough to meet expenses 
on the debt, Ward said. 

It was suggested that Keeneland could 
install an all-weather track along the in- 
side rail. Another speaker thought the 
initital expenses for a new training center 
could be cut by leasing the land rather 
than buying it. 

Ward asked the group to think some 
more about the idea.

In the first 15 days of the Gulfstream Park 
meeting Calumet Farm sent horses to the post in 
1 of the 5 stakes. Fabius, Bardstown, and Gen. 
Duke each won and Barbizon was beaten a nose in 
another. For the sixth stakes race on the program 
—the Gulfstream Park Handicap—Calumet again 
had the best hand with Bardstown and Fabius. 
Needles figured to be the chief competition. 

Piecesofeight took the lead at the start with 
Fabius a close second, Bardstown fifth and Needles 
last. Nearing the quarter-pole, Piecesofeight started 
to fade. and Fabius took the lead. Bardstown 
now was third. The *Alibhai gelding took charge 
early in the stretch and won by a half-length from 
his stablemate. Needles, which ran last to the 
far turn, closed to within a length of Fabius. 
Bardstown under 130 pounds, ran the 1%4 miles in 
2:00%. three-fifths of a second slower than the 
track record set by Calumet’s Coaltown in 1949 
with 128 pounds. 

The Gulfstream Handicap was the fourth stakes 
success in 5 starts this year for Bardstown, which 
earlier had won the Tropical, Widener, and Apple- 
ton Handicaps. His only defeat was a second to 
Summer Tan in the McLennan Handicap. 

*Alibhai, which stands at Leslie Combs II’s 
Spendthrift Farm, Lexington, has 2 other stakes 
winners this year, Honeys Alibi and Alidon.

Through March 23 this year the Calumet stable 


has earned a total of $443,445, and, according to 
farm secretary Mrs. Margaret Glass, this is the 
best start the stable ever has had in point of earn- 
ings.

That winter the stable raced at Santa Anita Park, 
and Chanlea won the Santa Anita Derby and 
Mark-Ye-Well took the Santa Anita Maturity and 
Santa Anita Handicap.

23. Bardstown, carrying 130 pounds, ran the 144 miles in 2:00%5, three-fifths of a second slower than the track record. 


Re-Armed Bim and Spider Trail dueled for the 
early lead with Royal Clipper not far behind. 
At the stretch turn Royal Clipper, running out 
from the rail, was forced to go to the inside when 
the leader, Re-Armed Bim, swerved out, and _ it 
was not until the closing strides that he gained 
a narrow advantage. Royal Clipper ran the 5 
furlongs in :584%, one-fifth of a second slower 
than the track record set by Trentonian in 1954. 

Bred by moviemaker Louis B. Mayer, Royai 
Clipper was foaled on March 2, 1955, at Leslie 
Combs II’s Spendthrift Farm, Lexington. Mayer 
put the colt in the 1956 Keeneland summer sales, 
where he was knocked down to William S, Evans, 
agent, at $50,000. Royal Clipper made his first 
start for Mayer at Santa Anita Park on January 
22, finishing third. He was unplaced on February 
26, and on March 15 was second in a 4%-furlong 
race. 

Purchased by a syndicate from the Irish National 
Stud, *Royal Charger was brought to the U. S. 
in September, 1953, and Royal Clipper is from 
his first American crop of about 25 foals. He is 
the sire of 7 other stakes winners in the U. S., 
the best of which was *Turn-to. 

Royal Clipper is the second foal of Your Hostess, 
a sister to Your Host. The mare has a yearling

Calumet trainer Horace Allyn (Jimmy) Jones 
sent his 3 best 3-year-olds to the post in the 


Fountain of Youth Stakes at Gulfstream Park and 
the entry—Gen. Duke. Iron Liege, and Barbizon— 
was 1-5. Of the 6 other interests only Dixiana’s 
Safe Message was less than 10-1. 

Wassail led Moon Crazy and Safe Message for 
6 furlongs, after which Gen. Duke. Iron Liege, and 
Better Bee made their moves.

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Thomas B. Cromwell 


Thomas B. Cromwell died at 11 a. m. on 
March 25 at his home in Lexington. He 
had enjoyed good health until the last few 
months of his long life. He would have 
been 86 years old on April 3, 1957. 

In his younger years Tom Cromwell was 
one of the ablest newspaper reporters 
in America, and for half a century he was 
associated with racing in the varied capaci- 
ties of writer. editor. publisher, owner. 
buyer and seller, insurance agent. friend 
and confidant of 2 generations of horse- 
men. He was an entertaining raconteur 
who could go for years without repeating 
a story, and he was one of the wisest and 
most constructive critics of the American 
Turf. 

Mr. Cromwell was born in 1871 at his 
father’s farm in Woodford County, Ken- 
tucky. The family moved to Lexington 
when he was 3 years old, and he was 
educated in the parochial schools there 
until the day he fell into an argument with 
an algebra teacher and concluded his 
academic training by leaping through a 
window to escape a threatened punish- 
ment which he considered unjust. This 
was on a Friday. His father gave him an 
option: he would have a job by Monday 
morning or he would return to school. 
He became a printer’s devil with the old 
Kentucky Gazette at a salary of $1.50 a 
week, and was employed there when the 
paper celebrated its centennial in 1886. 
He also continued to exercise horses at the 
old Kentucky Association track, as he 
had done for some time. 

His career as a printer—but not as an 
exercise boy—ended in 1891, when he 
became a writer for the Louisville Com- 
mercial. Two years later he was back 
in Lexington as correspondent for the 
Cincinnati Enquirer, and he soon earned 
his spurs as a resourceful reporter, parti- 
cularly in handling political news and in 
remaining unshot while covering the feuds 
and murders which at the time were a 
principal industry in the mountains of 
eastern Kentucky. His skill as a rider 
sometimes got him to the nearest telegraph 
office ahead of other reporters, and on 
at least one occasion the Enquirer “scooped 
the world” when Cromwell tied up the 
one wire by filing the contents of an 
almanac until other papers had gone to 
press. 

Later Mr. Cromwell went to Cincinnati 
as racing editor of the Enquirer, and in 
1903 Frank Brunell engaged him to be 
managing editor of the young Daily Rac- 
ing Form in Chicago. He devised—or 
revised—the tabulated past-performance 
records which have been the most impor- 
tant feature of the Form ever since, and 
‘speeded up production by installing

machines for type composition. The 
constant office work bored him, however, 
and in 1907 he returned to Lexington and 
established an office which came to have 
many functions. He bought horses on 
commission, wrote insurance, continued as 
correspondent for the Enquirer and the 
Form, compiled racing records and 
pedigrees, and performed various services 
for horsemen. 

In 1916, when the Kentucky Thorough- 
bred Horse Association was organized (the 
Kentucky disappeared from the name 
almost at once), Tom Cromwell became its 
secretary. This organization, whose widely 
distributed membership was made up 
principally of breeders and owners, for 
several years was a powerful force in 
protecting racing from the intemperate 
abuses of reformers and also against the 
inconsiderate policies of track operators. 


Mr. Cromwell was editor of the associa- 
tion’s monthly bulletin, first issued in 
August, 1916, and when the organization 
began to disintegrate in the 1920’s he 
founded a monthly publication which be- 
came The Blood-Horse. In May, 1929, he 
changed the size and made a weekly of it. 
He continued as editor and publisher of 
the magazine through the worst years of 
the depression, and sold it, as of September 
31, 1935, to the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association. He was still too 
young to retire, however, and in the same 
year he founded the Cromwell Bloodstock 
Agency, which he sold to John A. Bell III 
in 1953. 

A major portion of Tom Cromwell’s life 
was dedicated sincerely and effectively to 
the defense of racing against enemies in- 
side and outside the sport. He was a 
young man when the age of reform reach- 
ed its fanatical peak in the first decade 


of the century and very nearly extermin- 
ated racing, and for years thereafter he 
was a leader in refuting the slanderous 
charges of the more violent anti-racing 
campaigners. At the same time he insisted 
that the conduct of racing should be, as 
nearly as possible, beyond the reproach of 
outsiders. He led a long fight agains? 
handbook betting (though many _ book: 
makers were among his good friends), and 
his admonitions against off-track betting 
were aimed especially at horsemen. It was 
a direct result of his attacks on the wide- 
spread practice of pre-race stimulation 
that this abuse was brought under control. 

In these and a thousand other ways 
Thomas B. Cromwell exerted a strong and 
persistent pressure toward the improve- 
ment of the sport he knew so thoroughly. 
He owned a few horses and had partner- 
ship interests in some, but his major 
contribution was in the clear thinking 
through which he helped to set the leaders 
of racing on the way to higher goals. 

Mr. Cromwell is survived by his wife 
and co-worker Mrs. Nellie Muir Cromwell 
and a sister, Mrs. Early Minter, of Lexing- 
ton.

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End of an Era 


This is the sixth and last in a series of 
articles on James R. Keene, his racing 
stable, and Castleton Farm. 


James R. Keene and Maj. Foxhall A. 
Daingerfield. who managed Keene’s Castle- 
ton Farm for 18 years. had definite ideas 
on horse breeding and horse care. 

Keene put his faith in English mares. 
and all the top horses bred at Castleton, 
except Commando, were out of imported 
mares or out of daughters of imported 
mares. Most of these were purchased in 
England between 1891 and 1893. The 
dams of Sysonby and Colin were bought at 
Marcus Daly’s dispersals. The English 
mares were mated with American-bred stal- 
lions—usually Domino, Commando, Kings- 
ton, and Ben Brush. 

Major Daingerfield concerned himself 
greatly with the physical aspects of 
Castleton matings. Keene Daingerfield, 
his grandson, a prominent racing official, 
said, “I have often been told that it was 
his habit to study and observe a field full 
of mares for hours on end, trying to 
picture mentally the type of foal they 
might be expected to produce to the cover 
of various stallions on the place.” 

Phil T. Chinn, one of few horsemen to- 
day who remembers the Castleton of 
Keene’s time, said that Major Daingerfield 
teased mares with the stallions to which 
they were to be bred. on the theory that 
the offspring conceived under such condi- 
tions would be more like their sires than 
if the mares were teased by other horses. 
(Federico Tesio, most successful breeder 
in the history of Italian racing, advanced 
hypotheses tending in the same direction.) 

Castleton’s procedure in the handling of 
stallions also varied from that of other 
farms. Stallions were limited to 20 mares 
a year. Keene and Daingerfield believed 
that a horse’s chance for siring good 
performers was inversely proportionate to 
the number of mares bred to him. The farm 
also held with exercise for stallions. Keene 
Daingerfield cited one extreme example of 
how far this could be carried. 

“The stallions were frequently ridden 
along the public roads, and on one 
occasion a groom rode one of them—Delhi, 
I believe—into Lexington and _ hitched 
him outside a saloon—probably Pat Mc- 
Cann’s at Third and Upper—where my 
grandfather found him several hours 
later.” 

In the feeding of horses Major Dainger- 
field relied heavily on corn, which was 
fed even in hot weather. 


Credit to Domino 


Major Daingerfield always felt that the 
success of Castleton was due almost entire- 
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ly to Domino. In March, 1911, after all 
the Keene stars had been retired, he wrote 
his brother Algernon Daingerfield: 

“The success of Castleton rests on the 
blood of Mannie Gray and Himyar borne 
in Domino’s veins. 

“Domino had the largest per cent of 
high-class winners until surpassed by his 
most American son, Commando, to foals 
begotten of any horse that ever lived in 
any age or any country. He had almost 
as much Glencoe blood through his dam 
as through his sire. 

“That Mannie Gray was so intensely 
inbred to Glencoe had much to do with 
it is shown outside of our stud as well as 
in it. A daughter of Mannie Gray and 
own sister to Domino—Correction—throws 
Yankee to the cover of Hanover, an in-

tensely Glencoe-bred horse. A daughter of 
Mannie Gray throws Hamburg to the cover 
of this same inbred Glencoe horse Hanover. 

“The dam of Hamburg to St. Simon 
throws a colt and 2 fillies—the 3 worth 
30 cents. It wasn’t Lady Reel’s fault for 
she had thrown Hamburg, the best horse 
of a decade, to the cover of American Han- 
over. 

“With 2 lines to Mannie Gray—one 
through her grandson Disguise and an- 
other through Hamburg—we get Maskette. 

“From a daughter of Domino, her son, 
we get Sweep, by the Little Ben Brush— 
despised by English purists as tracing to 
no English tap root recognized by Bruce 
Lowe. 

“Commando, the best race horse and 
best sire from Domino, has more American 
breeding through his dam than all the 
rest. 

“The claim that the English mares have 
contributed as much as the American 


Domino to Mr. Keene’s success is nauseat- 
ing to me—and demonstrably untrue. 

“The English claim greater stamina 
and ability to stay at long distances—yet 
they say Glencoe had more speed than 
staying in his pedigree. 

“They claim that Timoleon and Boston 
were of impure blood. Yet Timoleon was 
an unbeaten 4-miler. Boston won more 
4-mile-heat races than any horse that ever 
lived. and he sired Lexington. LeCompte, 
the only horse capable of beating Lexing- 
ton in 4-mile-heat races. was out of Reel. 
by Glencoe. 

(The letter then cited many other top 
4-mile horses which traced to the same 
blood—Planet. Lightning, Kentucky, Nor- 
folk, Asteroid. Idlewild. Fellowcraft. Ten 
Broeck. and others.) 

“Yet you find men who never bred a 
horse and never could have done so saying 
from the bottom of their paunches—the 
only portions of their anatomy with which 
they think—-that the strain from the old 
cart horse Timoleon (a horse unbeaten at 
1, 2. 3, and 4 miles) is destroying the 
Thoroughbred, and that it has not bred on. 

“T am almost obliged to write a book to 
show up these ridiculous fallacies—started 
by Voorhis and taken up by poor old Wil- 
liam Merry and insulted (sic) in his book 
in Voorhis’ own oft-repeated words. 

“Tt is not strange that some American 
pedigrees are ‘unknown’ and that they may 
have been given erroneously in a Stud 
Book—the first of which was issued only 
a few years after a great war in which 
horses and pedigrees in Virginia were not 
what we were thinking about. But that 
any reasoning being can say that a line 
that has sent the stayers down all the years 
of racing history since the Founder lived 
is impure to any great extent is more than 
I can understand. 

“T don’t know that the system of short 
races has developed speed rather than 
stamina. (I think) by a reversal of the 
system horses of the present day bred in 
America could go 4 miles farther than 
ever before.” 


The Break-Up 


Major Daingerfield also had definite 
views on the merits of Colin and Sysonby. 
probably the 2 greatest horses to race in 
the Keene colors. “Colin must be conceded 
the greatest horse and the best ever bred 
in America and probably in the world,” 
he said. “It is certain that Sysonby never 
saw a day when he was the equal of Colin 
—until the unfortunate mishap to Colin.” 

After New York racing closed in 1910, 
the Keene stable was disbanded. The first 
step in the abandonment of the breeding 
operation occurred a year later when the 
farm was sold to David Look. Keene 
retired from his Wall Street business in 
1910 because of failing health. Major 
Daingerfield leased Kingston Farm after 
the sale of Castleton, and he remained in 
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good health until the fall of 1912, when he 
became seriously ill. Keene’s illness be- 
came more acute. On January 2, 1913, he 
underwent a serious operation, and on 
January 3 he died. Two days later Major 
Daingerfield died at Lexington. 

Keene left his entire estate to his wife. 
sarah Daingerfield Keene. and no mention 
was made of the disposition of the Thor- 
breds. Because of racing’s poor prospects 
in the United States, it was decided to sell 
all of the horses. 

Keene had begun the dispersal of the 
Castleton horses before he died. In the 
summer of 1912 he sold 18 yearlings, his 
entire 191] crop. to William A. Prime for 
$25.000. Prime lost a fortune in the 
cotton market within 2 weeks after the 
purchase, and he resold the group to E. 
R. Bradley. owner of Idle Hour Stock 
Farm. Bradley resold them for $57.600 
at auction on September 14. 1912. at 
Harp’s Horsemen’s Headquarters in Lex- 
ington. 

As with other Castleton crops, the 1911] 
group contained a high percentage of good 
horses. Bradley got Black Toney for $1.- 
600 and Boots and Saddles for $5,800: 
James Rowe, buying for H. P. Whitney. 
got Pennant for $1.700; and J. G. Gray, 
buying for John W. Schorr, got Luke Mc- 
Luke for $1,700. 

A few months after the yearlings were 
sold to Prime. Keene sold 6 of his top 
mares, including Maskette, Pope Joan, and 
Court Dress, to Phil T. Chinn. who was 
acting as agent for W. K. Vanderbilt. 

Shortly before Keene’s death he had 
agreed to let Chinn handle the sale of 
Colin and Ballot. W. K. Vanderbilt had 
said he would take Colin, and Baron 
Edouard de Rothschild wanted Ballot. The 
executors decided not to go through with 
the sale. 


Sale of Ballot 


Plans were made to dispose of all the 
Keene horses in New York in September 
at the old Madison Square Gardens. Be- 
fore the sale took place 30 additional 
horses were eliminated. The estate sold 2 
stallions privately, Ballot going to John 
E. Madden for a reported $75,000 and 
Ben Brush going to Sen. Johnson N. 
Camden for $10,000. 

Ballot, which had been bred to 20 mares 
each year at Castleton, found quite a 
different routine at Hamburg Place. In 
his first year at Madden’s farm he sired 
45 registered foals, and there is no way of 
knowing how many mares were barren. 
After a year Madden sold the horse to 
James Ben Ali Haggin’s Elmendorf Farm 
for $38,000. Three years later Ballot 
became the property of Charles H. Berry- 
man, and he remained at Berryman’s Sag- 
honet Farm for 18 years. His 33rd official 
birthday was the occasion of a party at 
Keeneland on January 1, 1937. 

In his long stud career Ballot sired 
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numerous winners, but nothing approach- 
ing his own class. His name appears with 
great frequency in pedigrees, however, 
since he sired Rose Leaves, dam of Bull 
Lea. 

Ben Brush was 20 at the time of his 
sale. but he stood at Camden’s Hartland 
Farm for 5 years before he died in 1918. 
In his late years he failed to get anything 
approaching the class of Delhi, Broom- 
stick, or Sweep. 

The other 28 horses were burned to 
death at Kingston Farm in May, 1913. 
Fourteen mares and their 1913 foals were 
destroyed, including the top-class Running 
Stream and ker colt by *Voter. Harpsi- 
chord and her filly by Peter Pan. and 
Ladasine and her filly by Disguise. 


Top Price: $38,000 


At the time of the Madison Square 
Garden sale on September 2, 1913, there 
were 46 Castleton horses left—9 stallions, 
30 mares. and 7 foals. The stallions were 
as high-class a lot as ever came from one 
farm—Colin. *Voter, Sweep, Peter Pan, 
Disguise, Celt, Ultimus, Delhi, and Hippo- 
drome. Every modern male source .of 
Domino blood passed through the sale 
ring. 

Prices for the stallions were high, al- 
though in comparison with modern prices 
the bargains were remarkable. High price 
was $38.000 for Peter Pan. paid by James 
Rowe. who had trained the horse for 
Keene during his racing career. Peter Pan 
stood at the H. P. Whitney farm. but the

late Maj. L. A. Beard said Rowe bought 
the horse for Payne Whitney. who turned 
him over to his brother Harry Payne 
Whitney. 

Price McKinney, of Cleveland, Ohio. was 
the biggest stallion buyer. taking 5 of the 
9 offered. He paid $30,000 for Colin, 
$11,500 for Ultimus. $5,300 for Disguise. 
$2.500 for Delhi, and $2,000 for Hippo- 
drome. Celt went to A. B. Hancock for 
$20,000: Sweep was sold to Charles W. 
Moore for $17,500; and *Voter went to 
John Sanford for $14,500. 


McKinney was buying for himself and 
James Corrigan, who operated Wickliffe 
Stud until 1917. when McKinney retired 
from the horse business after a 4-year 
stay. Of the 5 stallions McKinney bought. 
Ultimus. the only foal in Commando’s last 
crop, had the most lasting influence. 


Ultimus was one of the few inbred 
horses produced at Castleton. Foxhall 
Keene says it was at his suggestion that 
Commando, by Domino, was mated with 
Running Stream. by Domino. The result 
was a handsome horse which did not stand 
training. Ultimus sired some of the fastest 
horses in America, including High Time 
and Stimulus. 

Hippodrome, also inbred, being by Com- 
mando—Dominoes. by Domino, did not 
race, and failed to get any top horses. He 
appears in pedigrees as a maternal grand- 
father of Bubbling Over. 

Three of the other 4 stallions were 
extremely successful. Peter Pan continues 
as a strong line today through Black 
Toney and Pennant; Celt became 
America’s leading sire in 1921; and Sweep 
was the leading sire in 1918 and 1925 and 
was close to the top in other years. *Voter 
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already had sired his only outstanding 
son, Ballot. 

McKinney was the principal buyer of 
the Keene broodmares, and he took most 
of the well-known Castleton mares. His 
purchases included:

McKinney bought 10 other mares. giving 
him 55 per cent of the Keene stallions and 
70 per cent of the mares. But the Wick- 
liffe Stud was dispersed before it had a 
chance to become an important factor. 


Continuing Influence 


Best of the 7 foals sold was Dominant. 
by Delhi out of Dominoes. James Rowe 
got him for $2,200, and 2 years later, 
racing for H. P. Whitney, the colt won the 
Saratoga Special. United States Hotel 
Stakes, and Hopeful Stakes. 

Blood from the Keene stud has_ in- 
fluenced the American Thoroughbred for 
more than 50 years. through Commando 
and his sons and through the Castleton 
broodmares. An example of the effect of 
one of Keene’s first English purchases, 
the mare *Belle Rose, is given below. 
Seventy-three stakes winners trace to 
*Belle Rose. and the family promises to 
produce many more.

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Foxhall Keene, James Keene’s only son, 
took a very active interest in the operation 
of his father’s racing stable and farm, but 
he showed no desire to continue his 
father’s racing stable. He had none of his 
father’s inclination toward business; his 
avocations for fox hunting, steeplechasing, 
polo, motor racing, and golf were his 
vocations. He never married, and the 
Keene name died with him. 


Because of their prominence many per- 
sons have assumed that J. O. (Jack) 
Keene, owner of Keene Place, Lexington. 
and founder of Keeneland, was related to 
James R. Keene. The relation. if it 
existed, was too remote to be found.

Recollections 


THe asked Mrs. Attilla 
Norman to remember some of the color of 
Castleton Farm during the time her father, 
Maj. Foxhall A. Daingerfield, managed the 
farm for James R. Keene. She graciously 
consented, and her letter appears below. 


Castleton, built by the father of Major 
Castleman, of Louisville, was gray brick 
without, Kentucky hardwood within. The 
shuttered porch that runs the length of 
the house at the back is of solid walnut— 
floor, shutters and all. Before its restora- 
tion much later it was a good example of 
the central Kentucky architecture that 
shows the influence of Thomas Jefferson. 
The house was approached by a driveway 
one-third of a mile long bordered by 
catalpas on both sides. The entrance was 
through a pillared portico. The wide front 
doors opened on a broad hallway with a 
curved stairway that was one of the finest 
in the state. 


From a mid-twentieth century point of 
view there were drawbacks. There were 
11 open fireplaces, which were richly fed 
by fallen timbers from the place—cedar, 
ash, locust, and oak. Visitors of that 
time, if survivors there be, would recall 
the small colored boys, Bunt and Aaron, 
who carried chips and kindling wood to 
those fires and the smaller little boy 
Gabriel, who took up the ashes. 


We lived as simply as possible, but the 
size of the house and the family guests 
such a family naturally attracts, and the 
steady stream of visitors who came to see 
the horses as their fame grew required 
service. It has, I admit, an ante-bellum 
sound. 

There was an ordered peace in the 
operation of the place. Papa would not 
allow anybody who worked about the 
stables to show signs of hurry. There 
must be no running in the paddocks— 
except that done by the foals. Prompt- 
ness, and on occasion, haste; hurry, never. 
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Among the 1911 yearlings at Castleton was Black Toney, which Col. E. R. 


Bradley bought for $1,600. 


No horse must be startled. The brood- 
mares must lap up peace, and the foals 
must think the world was theirs. The 
stallions, of course, were emperors. 


Incidentally. the Major was convinced, 
I think, that all stallions were gentle as 
lambs, and somehow he put it across, even 
to the horses. He and the dogs which were 
always at his heels literally loved horses 
and they trusted them. 


When I speak of an enfolding peace, it . 


does not include any amnesty between 
Major Daingerfield and those who differed 
with his theories of breeding. long before 
Papa became manager for his brother-in- 
law he had written on breeding after 
experimentation with his own saddle 
horses: Dan Sparling, the only Thorough- 
bred stallion he ever owned; Sadie Somers, 
a Thoroughbred mare remembered from 
nearly 80 years ago; and lastly, Sam 
Purdy, who held the trotting horse record 
for quite a time, I believe. 

The Major’s opinon, heretical at that 
time, was that practical inbreeding could 
hardly be too close as long as it was 
strength to strength and away from weak- 
ness. He thought, too, that there was too 
much dependence at that time on imported 
blood and not enough emphasis on matern- 
al lines. 

As I recall, it was when the small lot 
of Castleton mares had just begun their 
fabulous contribution to the American 
Thoroughbred that King Edward initiated 
a contest for choice of a mate for his 
royal Thais—a contest which Papa won, 
going to Australia to find the answer. 


In the same Castleton crop was Pennant. 


(Thais won the One Thousand Guineas 
in 1896. She was retired to stud in 1898, 
and died the same year.) 

One final item among these gangling 
reminiscences. My uncle, Mr. Keene, was 
only at Castleton once during the 20-odd 
years of my father’s management, but his 
son Foxhall, Papa’s namesake, was there 
often, always with friends. We used to 
be amused that these young men, who 
knew Thoroughbreds only at sales or the 
track, were so surprised to see how much 
real work is done on a horse farm. Feed- 
ing, watering, rubbing down, “mucking 
out” every inch of stall, stable, and stable 
yard—this sort of thing was not dreamt 
of in their philosophy. 

It was Colonel Walker—called Colonel 
to distinguish him from Uncle Walker, who 
was hands’ cook and general factotum— 
who told the Major neither mares nor 
weanlings would fret if they were “weaned 
in the sign.” The Major, admitting there 
was no scientific reason for believing the 
zodiac had anything to do with it, let the 
Colonel’s advice govern and never had 
another fretting mare or weanling. 

I would like to write pages about the 
Castleton servants. such interesting people. 
many of them so dear to the family, so in- 
teresting to everybody who came on the 
place, so respected by the discerning. I 
have heard Dr. Ed Hagyard say of John 
Buckner, who was at Castleton, at Kings- 
ton, and with “Miss Lizzie” at Haylands, 
that when “Buck” gave an opinion about 
a sick horse, “I’d take Buck’s suggestion 
ahead of my own.” The people of either 
race who try to put a wedge between us 
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are terribly wrong and stupid, surely, but 
again I am diverging. 

One of the “operational” details of 
Castleton that has a touch of antiquity. 
and that was certainly picturesque to me. 
is that the hands liked to be paid in silver. 
The Major. driving his beloved “Mrs. 
Hawksby” to the buckboard. went into 
town every Saturday morning to get the 
pay roll in little cloth bags from the 
Phoenix Bank. In the evening all the 
servants gathered and were paid in silver 
dollars. I wish I had a painting of that 
scene. 

I have not mentioned that my brother. 
Algernon Daingerfield. was a frequent 
visitor to the place, first from Washington 
and afterwards from New York, where 
he was long secretary of The Jockey Club. 

Also I note that I have not mentioned 
Papa’s looks. He was 6 feet 4 inches tall. 
had broad shoulders and was mighty good 
to look at. 


STUD NEWS 


*Tulyar's Illness 
A. B. Hancock Jr.. of Claiborne Farm. 


Paris. Ky.. this week said that *Tulyar 
has been ill since mid-February and that 
he would not be used again until veter- 
inarians were satisfied the horse was in 


good condition. The horse had served 
only a few mares. 

*Tulyar went off his feed in February, 
began “stocking up” in his hind legs and 
losing weight. Pus was observed in the 
seminal fluid, and examination revealed 
an infection in the seminal vesicle. A 
diagnosis of colitis (inflammation of the 
large intestine) also was made. 

Hancock said that medication seemed to 
have cleared up the disturbance in the 
seminal vesicle and that the colitis also 
had been controlled. *Tulyar is on his 
feed again (11 quarts a day), has re- 
gained some weight; but he still has 
swelling in the hind legs. and his muscles 
are sore from a series of shots. Additional 
tests were to be made later this week.

AUSTRALIA 
Fairly Sad Story 


SypNney. Sailor's Guide could tell a 
hard-luck story which would bring tears 
to the eyes of any quadruped. He came to 
Australia as a stowaway; he was conceived 
in England (Lighthouse II—Jehane) and 
born in this country, where both his 
parents have taken up residence. 

The Sailor is a game little 4-year-old 
which has a habit of galloping with his 
head low when his fighting spirit is 
aroused. That habit makes him look 


smaller than he is, but no one could deny 
that he has a great heart. 

Lately his spirit has been put to the 
extreme test against the mighty Redcraze. 
The 2 have met at Caulfield and Fleming- 
ton, Melbourne race courses, in 3 weight- 
for-age races, and on_ occasion 
Sailor’s Guide finished within a length 
of the champion, in second place. He 
finished second, on the final day of the 
VRC meet at Flemington, in the 114-mile 
Queen’s Cup, to another New Zealand- 
bred, Sir William. 

After this latest setback stable con- 
nections claimed that Sailor’s Guide had 
been flattened by his struggles with Red- 
craze, and it is questionable now whether 
he will line up for the Sydney Cup, 2 
miles, at the AJC Easter meeting at 
Randwick. 

It might be called a sad story. but on 
the other hand Sailor’s Guide from 36 
starts has had 12 wins. 9 seconds. and 4 
thirds. worth £46.044, 

Redcraze with his recent wins brought 
his bank balance to £60.396, and with 
place money enly in future races he would 
be able to pass the £66.765 earned by that 
other Enzedder, Rising Fast. 

The double events of the VRC autumn 
meeting, the 6-furlong Newmarket Handi- 
cap and the 2;4;-mile Australian Cup, 
were overshadowed by the Redcraze- 
Sailor’s Guide clashes. Massive New 
Zealander King’s Fair (Fair's Fair— 
Fairplay) failed shockingly in the 
Futurity Stakes at the VATC meeting, but 
a week later was able to win the New- 
market with consummate ease under 127 
pounds, a featherweight for him. and his 
time was 70 seconds for the journey. 
South Australians Third Dimension and 
Copper Year, the favorite, were next to 
finish, while Adelina, the English mare 
which had run away with the Oakleigh 
Plate at Caulfield, finished last of the 18 
runners. The big betting boys backed her 
for a “million,” down to 11 to 2. 

A weak field of 17 contested the 
Australian Cup, and after the race the 
only people with smiles on their dials were 
the bookmakers. Winner was 6-year-old 
Miss High Caste (High Caste—Empha- 
size), a 16-to-1] shot whose best previous 
form was a third to Sailor’s Guide and 
Beaupa in last year’s Sydney Cup. With 
her 106 pounds and ridden by M. Me- 
Growdie, she was able to defeat the hot- 
pot Beaupa (126) very narrowly.

The Racing Index 


. . . Would you please explain what is 
meant by racing index. regarding the dams 
of stakes winners? 

Paul M. Van Houten 
Monrovia, Calif. 


The racing index is given because it is the 
best available one-figure evaluation of racing ability, 
as measured by earnings in relation to opportunity. 
It is calculated by dividing each year’s earnings 
by the average distribution per runner in that year, 
summing the quotients, and dividing the sum by 
the number of years raced. The result of this 
calculation shows the ratio between actual earn- 
ings and average expectancy. 

For instance, Miss Disco, the dam of Bold Ruler, 
raced 5 years, when the average per runner varied 
as follows: 1946, $2,800; 1947, $2,829; 1948, $2,688; 
1949, $2,420; 1950, $2,221. In the following tabula- 
tion the earnings of each year are divided by the 
average for that year to obtain the adjustment.

The sum of the adjustment divided by the 
number of years raced (5) yields an index of 5.95, 
indicating that Miss Disco won nearly 6 times the 
average expectation of the years in which she 
raced, enough to place her in the top one per cent 
of female runners. About 9 per cent of the race 
mares have indexes of 2.00 or higher; about 23 per 
cent, 1.00 or higher. More than half have indexes 
below .40, that is, having earnings less than 40 
per cent of average expectation.—ED.

THOMAS PIATT BROOKDALE FARM 
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Sires in Italy 


The Coefficient of Success 


Dr. Renato Baserga, a Chicago physician 
whose hobby is writing articles for racing 
publications in Italy and elsewhere, a few 
years ago began the calculation of the 
average-earnings indexes, or coefficiente 
di riuscita, for stallions represented by 
flat runners in Italian racing. This is no 
light task, since the flat runners must be 
tallied carefully from Lo Sportsman’s year- 
end calendar whose’ index includes 
hurdlers and steeplechasers along with 
the flat runners. 

The data assembled by Dr. Baserga now 
cover a 5-year span, from 1952 through 
1956. His totals for these years: 


Year Starters Lire Average 

1952 1,034 687,701,000 665,088 
1953 1,029 873,079,000 848.473 
1954 1,228 1,044,373,750 850,467 
1955 1,105 819,794,300 741,895 
1956 1,101 855,994,600 777,470 


On the basis of the 1956 average per 
runner, a horse which earned about 777.470 
lire in the course of the year had an index 
of 1.00; if he earned half the average. 
the index was .50; if twice the average, 
2.00; ete. 

The 1,101 flat runners of 1956 were 
the offspring of 221 stallions, of which 
only 52 had as many as 5 runners. Of 
these 52, 17 had indexes of 1.00 or higher 
in 1956. Though the numbers are small, 
the 32.7 per cent with indexes above 1.00 
is in line with expectation in other 
European countries for which sire indexes 
have been calculated. The expectation in 
North America is only a trifle higher; 
about 35 per cent of the sires represented 
by 10 runners in a year will have indexes 
of 1.00 or more. 

On the basis of Dr. Baserga’s data, the 
leading stallions in Italy in 1956 were 
as shown in the accompanying tabulation. 

Tenerani, bred in Italy and standing at 
the National Stud in England, is sire of the 
incomparable Ribot, of course, but most 


of Ribot’s earnings came from his victories 
in England’s King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes and France’s Prix de 
l’Are de Triomphe. Tenerani’s leading 
winner in Italy was the 3-year-old Tissot, 
which took down a little more than 28.,- 
000,000 lire and was the leading money 
winner of the year within the country.

Sires in Venezuela 
The Melting Pot 


Racing in Venezuela, though it is on a 
relatively small scale. is among the most 
cosmopolitan on earth, insofar as the 
origin of its runners are concerned, and 
it offers a greater monetary opportunity 
for Thoroughbred horses than any other 
country in the world. The 1956 average 
per starter, at the rate of 29.85 cents per 
Bolivar, was equivalent to $5.536; the 
North American average for 1956 was 
$3.068. 

Since the Venezuelan racing authority 
has left off publication of the excellent 
annual summary it maintained until re- 
cently, it has become difficult to follow 
the progress of individual horses at the 
Caracas course. The newspaper El Na- 
cional, however, in its issue of January 24 
listed all 1956 starters under their sires, 
with the amount of money earned by each 
runner. From this list it was easy to ob- 
tain totals for the year. Addition of the 
starters and money revealed that 301 Thor- 
oughbreds raced, that they earned a total 
of 5.582,233.50 Bolivares, an average of 
18.545.63 B’s. 

The leading sires. by El Nacional’s 
order, based on gross earnings, were El 
Hornero and Killard, but these were the 
only stallions with large representation, 
the only ones with more than 9 runners. 
The 301 horses which raced during the 
year were by 110 sires. If tallied accord- 
ing to the earnings index, the 110 sires 
fall into a distribution more like that of 
European countries than that of North 
America, but the 35.5 per cent with in-

dexes above 1.00 is precisely the same 
proportion as for sires of 10 runners or 
more in North America in 1955.
